Patriotic Demonstration With Sane 
Enjoyment. : 

The 4th. has come and gone, and 
reports that have 
reached this office are concerned, 
everything turned -out fine here in 
Crawford County. 

\he big celebration was held at 
the Hanson State Military reserva- 
tion in the way of a county-basket 
picnic.

LETTER TO PARENTS 
FROM COMRADE. 

The following letter was written to 
the parents of Clyde Wilkes of Elmira 
who died of wounds in ‘France, on 
June 6 by one of his comrades, and 
we take it from the Gaylord Herald 
—Times. 

My Dear Friends: 

With much sorrow I write you this 
evening to give you a few of the 
particulars about Clyde’s | death, 
which you will have heard of long be- 
fore this letter reaches Elmira. 

He was killed or rather fatally 

wounded at 9:30 a. m. June 6th by 
bursting shrapnel] hitting him in the 
hips. 
. T was not present, but learned that 
while being carried to the first aid 
statibn by his comrades he asked 
them to be sure and have a letter 
which was in his packet. censored and 
sent home. He had written it the 
previous day. 

While his wounds were being dres- 
sed he said: “Doc, that hurts.” “i 
know it,” said the doctor, “but I will 
be as careful as possible,” “Alright,” 
“just as you say. 
Have some cold water rubbed on my 
head and Y}) be Jake.” 

He was hurried to the hospital, but 
died while on the operating table 
about 12:30. 

The last chat I had with him was 
three or four weeks ago. 

He died with fine courage and” won- 
derful nerve and you can certainly be 
proud of him. 

I volunteered as a pall-bearer and 
we laid him to rest this afternoon 
at the town where the hospital Wes 
located. Sometime when allowed by 
the censor I will let you know where 
that town is, if I am permitted to 
live unti) that time. 

Had a short and simple military 
funeral which ofcourse , is more than 
many of us will get. It consisted of 
the chaplain, firing squad, pall-bearers 
and musicians to blow taps (that 
most beautiful call) as the final res- 
pects of his comrades. : 

This diagram which resembies the 
monument placed at his grave made 
of wood, but better than marble, as it 
shows that he died for hig country 
and loved onea in helping to save de- 
mocracy. 

The shells are bursting Around ‘our 
dugout right-now. 

The small circle on the monument 
represents an’ identification disk.

TORPEDOES GN FOUR WHEELS 


Explosive Propelled Toward Enemy 
Trenches and Controlled by Means 
of Wires Attached to Works, 


La Domenien Del Corriere, Italy, re- 
ports a new war device, the invention 
of an English engineer, Strafford Tal- 
bot. Literally, it is a torpedo on wheels 
which may be propelled toward the en- 
emy trenches and controlled from the 
starting point by means of attached 
wires, 

The explosive {is mounted on a metal- 
lie box which rides on four wheeis, 
Attached to the box is a contrivance 
consisting of a dynamo which propels 
the wheels. The entire. machine ts 
electrically controlled, permitting the 


' explosion of the charge at the desired 


moment, 

Two parallel wires connect the tor- 
pedo with the control station. These 
are carried on spools and unwind as 
The power is 
derived from acctmulating batteries 
When {t Is de- 
sired to fire the charge all that ts re- 
quired fs to push a button, According 
to the inventor the total cost of this 
contrivance is about $150,
